issued today by a member of- the 
organization, who was not himself 
under fire during the upheaval. 


The statement follows: 
"The difficulties which may de- 


velop between nations even when 
all parties concerned act with un- 
impeachable 
motives has 
been 


amusingly exemplified 
in a recent 


upheave! in the International Club 
of the University of Wisconsin. It 
appears that certain members .of the 
Club desiring to increase the pres- • 
tige of the club among the Univer- 
sity organizations presented a list 
of several persons high up in the 
University hierarchy with .the re- 
quest that these be elected as hon- 
orary members. The club at once 
found itself split 
into two .sec- 


tions, one favoring this proposition 
and the other opposing it. 


"The latter based its opposition 


on the belief that such an act would 
be most undignified and would at 
once be interpreted by these same 
'high ups" as evidence of the Club's 
possessing that despicable character 
of the 'social climber.' 
The sup- 


porters of the motion could only 
understand this delicacy of senti- 
ment as a subterfuge, and, looking1 
about for something more tangible, 
discovered that some of those who 
opposed the motion were members 
'of the Social Science Club. 


"This to them offered 
the only 


possible explanation* of the opposi- 
tion. There must be, they argued, 
a socialist plot to keep the 'high 
ups' from becoming members of 
'the International Club in revenge 
for the 
restrictions imposed by 


those in authority upon the use of 
the University buildings. A coup

Accidents Must Be 


Reported by Employers 


The industrial commission in a 


letter to employers today advises, 
them that prompt reports must be 
made on all accidents, or increased 
liability may result. Three distinct 
kinds of returns must be 
made. 


One report which air employers 
must give to their insurance com- 
panies of all accidents, are 
re- 


quested to make at once. Another 
report to the commission must be 
made on the eighth day after the 
accident in all cases in which the 
disability exceeds seven days or in 
which compensation has been paid 
or is due for any other reason. A 
third report is a brief notice by 
telegram or by letter within 24 
hours of a fatal accident telling of 
its occurrence.

adjusting it to the driver; A battery that needs fre- 
quent watering, is a reliable indication of overcharg- 
ing- providing it does not lea-k. 


Properly adjusted cars will come in for inspection 


after thirty to forty-five days nnd not be dangerously 
low in water, whereas, wrongly adjusted cars will need 
water every five to ten days.

grade in material ana workmanship and any standard 
make will give good service if the electrical system is 
right.

The representatives of the City in' their conference with the representatives of the Railway Company agreed that the Railway Com- 


pany must have a larger revenue if it is to continue to give the service demanded by the City. Mr. Byron T. Gifford, the expert engineer 
for the City, estimates that the average fare which wi!2 be produced by the above schedule as proposed by the City will be about G^c, All of 
the City representatives agreed that this average would produce no more than sufficient revenue to meet the requirements of service. 


Clearly, if the constant rider is to have a 5c ticket, other riders must pay more than 6y2c in order to make the average 6V2c. Everyone 


who so desires can nde at 5c by purchasing a thirty ticket book, it is of course not expected that everyone will do this, otherwise the revenue 
01 the Railway Company would be decreased instead of increased.

whom the street car is a necessity; those whoride less frequently and are also dependent upon the street cars; and those who ride the least 
often and who are not dependent upon the street cars, and to whom the cost is of little importance.

They will use 
trom one to ten books of tickets a month, and certainly if they are riding so much, they will have the means to purchase $1.50 worth of rides v 
cit 3. time.

Matthew Vassar 


I 


N 1861 there were already m America 
several institutions for the higher edu- 


cation of women, but not a single one 
which aimed to give to women a learning 
equal to that of the best colleges for men, 
like the Yale and Harvard of that day. 
There was not a scholar or educator in 
the country who deemed such a thing 
possible. But in that 
year 
Matthew 


Vassar dared to stake his money and 
reputation on the venture. 


Matthew Vassar was the son of poor 


emigrants. He was apprenticed to a tan- 
ner when a boy. but later gained a for- 
tune in the brewing of ale. He never got 
an.education, was unable to spell correct- 
ly, and knew nothing technically of the 
history of education. But he was eager 
to benefit society. His shrowd common 
sense cue through the prejudices of the 
time. He believed in women 
suffrage 


and in "unlimited female education." He 
undertook to found a college for women 
whose standards should be as high as the 
highest for men.. In a day when almost 
all education was intensely and narrowly 
sectarian he refused to allow the connec- 
tion of his college with any creed. At a 
time when "female modesty" of costume 
was excessively exaggerated he advocated 
a "bloomer" suit for the students in his 
college. He gathered a number of men 
about him to aid in working out the 
plans, and in the difficult years of the 
war he launched the enterprise. 


Last year there died in Beloit at an 


advanced age a gentleman who a few 
days before his death told how he and 
some other young men walked to Pough- 
keepsie to see the first buildings of Vas- 
sar College going up, and discussed to- 
gether whether it could ever be possible 
for the feminine mind to grasp the high- 
er mathematics. 
What a subverter of 


the order of society Matthew Vassar was! 


He took close personal interest in the 


rearing of the buildings, almost in the 
placing of every brick. Main Hall, one 
of his original buildings, is still on the 
campus, one of the 
most commodious 


college buildings in America today. 
Matthew Vassar was privileged to see 
the completion of the plant, the success- 
ful establishment of the 
college, 
the 


- gratitude of the women he had benefited, 


and the complete vindication of 
his 


splendid vision. 


Seven years later, in 1868, he met the 


trustees to surrender finally into their 
hands certain powers which up to that 
time he had kept in his own. In their 
meeting room in this same Main Hall he 
made the transfer of authority, and be- 
gan an address on his educational ideals 
which is said to have seemed almost in- 
spired. He was stricken in the midst of 
it, and died in hia chair. It was the 
dramtic climax 
of an extraordinary 


career. 


Professional educators 
have not al- 


ways 'been the wisest to understand the 
greater aims of education. Methods and 
technique they must of course provide. 
But the capacities and needs of the peo- 
ple are sometimes better understood by 
a plain man than by the doctors.

THE CAR FARE QUESTION 


[To the Editor]—The proposed new street 


railway fare has very decided advantages -which 
•urill commend themselves to Madison riders. 


It is a distinct step toward malting the charge 


to each rider agree with the costs which h« re- 
quires the company to make for him. The cost 
ot wrrytofT the constant rider is low and his 
ratio fhonld b« low. The cost of carrying the 
caitml rider is very much higher and he should 
pay a ratio commensurate with the costs which 
«ro made necessary by him. 


Thin ratio offers to the rider who buys in, 


larger quantities the opportunity of a low 


ratio. 
A fundamental principle of 


merchandising dictates that the buyer of small 
quantities should pay a higher ratio .per _unit 
than he who- buys larger quantities. 


Every rider, except the out of town stranger, 


has the opportunity of obtaining an exception- 
ally low ratio. Very few cities now offer any 
means by which a ride can be purchas«d;for 
five cents. This will be a distinct reduction j 
from-the present ratio and no doubt will be, 
received as acceptable progress toward "norm- 
alcy." 


A wide choice is available in that the rider 


may select any of-three rates which he may de- 
sire to pay ranging from a minimum of 5c to a 
maximum of lOc per ride. , True a hardship is 
met by him. who desires the cheaper ride 'but 
that hardship is not, on the whole, a serions one 
and it is only by this means that it is possible 
to obtain such an attractive, low rate, 
with the pennies that have been so unpleasant. 


By this means we will be enabled to dispense 


This will expedite travel by saving a consider- 
able amount of time in loading. The annoy- 
ance to passengers of being -required to use 
pennies to pay a cash fare, though borne with 
patisnco, has been considerable. 


Though the nickel coin, with which we have 


been so in the habit of buying street car rides, 
will not bo available, yet convenient and rea- 
sonable means are offered by -which a ride may 
be purchased for five cents.—A. E. F.

THOUGHTS IN SEASON—A DEMOCRATIC 


SCHOOL 


Vassar College, the well known college for 


women at Poughkeepsie, on the Hudson, is a 
remarkably democratic institution. Two mani- 
festations of its democratic policy seemed to 
me especially striking; they might well be 
copied, I think, by other American schools. 


The first is the policy of equalizing the cost 


of :;ccornniodations in all the dormitories. Some 
of tho buildings are old and some are new, with 
corresponding differences of convenience and 
luxury. In most colleges the charge for rooms 
varies according to these differences. The rich 
got fine rooms and the poor take cheap ones. 
But :it Vassar the choice of rooms is deter- 
mined entirely by lot, and every woman is 
charged the same whether her room is more or 
less desirable. The same attitude then extends 
to other features of the school life, so that, in 
clothing for example, there is no noticeable 
difference between rich and poor. 


The second strikingly democratic policy at 


Vassar is the complete a'bsence of all exclusive 
organizations. There are many organizations 
in the school, with many aims, but they are all 
freely open to voluntary membership on the 
part of any who care for them. This of course 
is at the opposite extreme from the exclusive 
traditions of the common sorority system. At 
Vassar the democratic method of organizing 
student life seems to work well. There is cer- 
tainly no lack of fine traditions and of incen- 
tives to excellence. 


Democracy is not, as some would have us 


think, a mere "letting down the bars," a turn- 
ing loose of mediocrity; it it rather a high and 
difficult achievement. 
There are in human 


nature natural temptations to snobbery and 
exclusiveness. 
To overcome these requires 


definite purpose and wise method. Vassar has 
set out deliberately to do this hard thing, and 
seems in unusual degree to . bo achieving its

XPRESSIONS of regret over tho bank- 
ruptcy of Robert H. IngersoU, the dollar 


watch man, have been general throughout the 
country. Efforts are being made by New York 


financiers 
to ' help 
him 


through his present 
diffi- 


culties. 


It was back in 1879 that 


an unpretentious man with 
no wealth to commend him 
to a big city and no par- 
ticular claim to fame, went 
to New York city and .set 
up a modest shop in which 
he made rubber stamps. 


He was a native of Delta, 


a 
little 
Michigan 
town, 


where he was born Decem- 
ber 26, 1850, and where he 


received a public school education. He learned 
the trade of watchmaker among other things 
and had done some work in this direction be- 
fore the notion struck him to go to the hi;* 
town ir^ quest of fortune. 


Once there, he started so quietly that nobody 


outside of the Congregational church, -where 
he worshipped, and the local Republican or- 
ganization, with which he voted, knew anything 
about him. But he had started in mail order 
business in connection with his stamp .making, 
and by degrees the people of the country began 
to learn the Ingersoll name through little ads 
that were placed about the various states. 


It was in 1892 that he hit upon the idea of 


making a watch for $1. The scheme was im- 
mediately popular, and since that time his or- 
ganization has made and sold 80,000,000 of the 
timepieces. 
The watch became famous both 


for -utility and as the basis of jokes, jost as the 
ancient Waterbury watch had done in a gener-. 
ation preceding. 


Mr. Ingersoll took a lively interest in com- 


munity matters as his fortune grew. He was 
active in the Merchants' association, a. strong 
factor in the Japan society, a patron, of the 
Metropolitan Museum, of Art, of the .Zoological 
gardens and other leading affairs. He main- 
tained a home in New York and "one at Oyster 
Bay, and. is a membsr of a number of clubs.
